tA SH IN G TO N , June 23— W hat ha* been perhaps 
exaggerated as a row between the treasury and 
the Federal Reserve and the Federal Deposit Insur­ 
ance Corp. over the inspection or examination of 
banks may prove to be in the end one of the most 
constructive step? the government has taken since 
1933 in assisting the economic system of America to 
function effectively. 


For the last three years there have been many 
speeches, statements and comments on why the 
banks though bulging with bank deposits, do not 
lend more money. Finally, someone in the govern­ 
ment has cut through the maze of misunderstanding 
and accepted frankly the fact that it is useless to 
tell banks to be liberal about loans when a bank 
examiner comes around the next day and arbitrarily 
classifies a loan as poor and insists that the loan be 
written off and hank capital reduced accordingly 
to take care of the “ loss.’’ 


Pressure for uniform bank examination or at least 
for a coordination of policies has been coming from 
all parts of the country for a long time. President 
Roosevelt In a recent message to congress recog­ 
nized the need. Today the three agencies prim arily 
concerned with bank examination— the Federal Re­ 
serve board, tho Federal Jvpo?>t insurance Corp and 
the office of the comptroller of the currency in the 
treasury department— have come closer together in 
formulating a program of uniform bank e x a m i n a t i o n 
than they ever have been before And now that an 
agreement has been reached, the association of 6fate 
banking departments probably will adopt the new­ 
s ie s so that America can go forward with that 
hurdle of uncoordinated bank examinations a c tu a ^ ^ 
overcome. 


The meaning of this to the small businessman ( an 
hardly be overstated. For In a consideration ot what 
are “ slow” or “ doubtful” or “ loss" loans, the banks 
have heretofore been subjected, especially in times 
of business depression, to great pressure by the 
bank examiners, whereas this is the very time when 
they should be given every legitimate encouragement 
to make loans. From this tendency to scare the 
hankers has come a realization in Washington that 
psychological factors induced by the government * 
own field representatives can produce serious re- 
suits in the whole field of the public's relations to 
the banks.

U T there is something even more vital in Hip new 
plan. It relates to “capital” loans. Banks usually 
lend money on commercial loans with the expecta­ 
tion that the borrower can pay back within nine 
months. Banking practice has rather encouraged the 
idea that a business which cannot liquidate a loan 
in that time needs permanent capital and should go 
into the capital market to get it. 


Small businesses, on the other hand, cannot get 
into the capital markets as do the large businesses 
which float loans In the nation's bond markets. The 
big investment banking bouses rarely find it prac­ 
ticable to attempt a distribution through retail out­ 
lets of any loan involving less than $1,000,000. Small 
businesses, to he sure, need varying sums and most 
of them need amounts far below $1,000,000 apiece. 
The probabilities are that the credit needs of small 
businesses run from $10,000 to $150,OOO each and 
only occasionally above that sum 
Congress did not provide any capital market for 
small business, and it is too expensive for the little 
businessmen to file a registration statement and gn 
through the securities and exchange commission and 
try to sell to the public, even if a machinery for such 
sale of capital securities were available. W hat Gov. 
Eccles of the Federal Reserve board suggested w a 
that banks be permitted to buy a note or bond is s tl^ l 
of a business located in their immediate vicinity. It 
must he an .established hnsmess and one that has a 
record which Indicates a great likelihood of repay­ 
ment. The new regulations are understood to he 
designed to permit the banks in a local community 
to buy bonds issued for about IO years hut with a * 
provision in them that the bonds or notes must he 
amortized by periodic payments within every year, 
not necessarily every month as in the case of hous­ 
ing loans. 
Heretofore banks could buy the bonds of big cor­ 
porations w h o se securities ate rated or registered 
and for which there is a kind of miblic market Rut 
the banks were prohibited from buying the securi­ 
ties of small businesses because these were not 
formally rated and usually were not marketable any­ 
where.

S. Osborn, who also rates as a geologist, is how the 
fishing worms a re caught at the vibration of a stick . 
Osborn who lives In Georgia in winter, has given 
some study to this fish-worm technique. He was an­ 
noyed by a recent claim of a radio broadcaster that 
a Los Angeles man had “ discovered"’ this trick. 
"It is not new at all." said Osborn "One m afBk' 
Georgia got 86 in 15 minutes in a circular area ^ H it 
20 feet in diameter. 
"H is method is to find the holes 
indicated by 
little mounds of earth that the worms throw out.

In view of China’s persistent ef­ 
forts to enlist a greater measure 
of support from Soviet Russia in 
her war against Japan, military ob­ 
servers are wondering what is hap­ 
pening behind the veil of secrecy 
surrounding outer Mongolia. 
This is an autonomous state un­ 
der Soviet Russia’s guidance, with 
a Russian-trained. Russian-equipped 
army which some observers esti­ 
mate at 100.000 men. a force on 
Japan’s 
most 
vulnerable 
flank 
which might become a major fac­ 
tor in the Far Eastern conflict. 
Outer Mongolia nominally is un­ 
der Chinese suzerainty, and there 
have been reports Moscow might 
make the gesture of restoring the 


state to China to permit it 
to 
function in the war against Japan. 
Such a development probably would 
shift the war to outer Mongolia's 
eastern and southern borders, those 
with Mancbukuo and inner Mon­ 
golia respectively. 
Manchukuo is Japan's protector­ 
ate. established in provinces wrest­ 
ed 
from 
China. Japanese forces 
have occupied all major cities and 
lines of communication in inner 
Mongolia. 
No 
accurate census ever has 
been taken of the Mongols. Inhabit­ 
ing some 1.S75.000 square miles be­ 
tween 
Siberia and 
Japan’s con­ 
tinental conquests, but they are be­ 
lieved to total about 1,000,MOO, most 
of them in outer Mongolia. 
Mongolia has been the football 
of Russian. Japanese and Chinese 
politics for a generation. 
Ever since Japan conquered Man­ 
churia in 1931 and the years fol­ 
lowing. and especially since the 
Japanese war machine rolled along 


the inner Mongolian corridor In 
1937. the outer Mongolians have 
been preparing, with Russia’s aid. 
for conflict. 
Foreign military men here be­ 
lieve the Mongol strength, directed 
against Manchukuo and the garri­ 
sons recently installed by Japan 
along 
outer 
Mongolia’s 
borders 
would cause deep drains of Japau's 
depleted manpower. 
To meet the Mongol onslaught. 
they believe. Japan would have to 
withdraw division 
after division 
from north and central China and 
this might lead to the collapse of 
the effort to conquer China. 
Outer Mongolia is a thoroughly 
Sovietized state. Her only modern 
lines of communication 
are her 
railways and air lines connecting 
her with Soviet Russia. 
Only the old caravan trails for 
camels and bullock carts link outer 
Mongolia with China, and many of 
these already are in Japanese pos­ 
session.

There 
are about twenty million people In 
the United States who are hard of 
hearing. It is difficult to appreciate 
•what a 
vast army .suffers from 
deafness, more or less marked. It 
Is even more distressing to learn 
that of this number alm ost three 
million are school children. 
Many case* of deafness follow 
certain of the infections diseases of 
childhood. Others are due to neg­ 
lect of Injuries to the ears. 
Delicate Organs 
If early attention were given the 
disturbance 
of 
the 
ears, 
there 
would be fewer cases of impaired 
hearing. No matter how trivial the 
disorder may appear at firsts it is 
important to obtain the necessary 
medical care. 
The ears are delft ate organs, ex­ 
tremely sensitive and readily sus­ 
ceptible to disorders of one sort or 
another. Once a loss of hearing oc­ 
curs in one or both ears, there is 
great danger of a permanent de­ 
fect. The progress of the deafness 
may be slow, but it gradually ap­ 
proaches serious Impairment. 
Of course, not all forms of deaf­ 
ness have this history. Some are 
congenital, 
present 
at 
birth. 
In 
others the actual canse cannot be 
determined. 
The ear consists of three parts, 
the outer, middle and inner divi­ 
sions. The outer ear includes the 
•ageway, called the external canal. 
This canal leads to a membrane 
known as the car drum. 
Babies Born Deaf 
On the opposite side of the ear 
drum is the middle ear, In which 
are found the tiny bones, or os- 
•id es. Beyond this space is the 
loner ear, in which are found the 
terminals of the nerve of hearing. 
Air waves are carried to the ear, 
through the external canal to the 
ear drum. When they strike this 
membrane they set up vibrations
